SAX FRANCISCO, Nov. 14.—Frequently since the great 
earthquake 


have the people of San Francisco been aroused by revelations and develop- 


ments in the tangled maze of the prosecutions for bribery and corruption 


that followed (he sudden overthrow of' Abraham Ruef 
and 
the boodling 


supervisors of the'Mayor Schmiiz regime. 
Never, however, has the city 


been more profoundly stirred than by the attempted assassination late yes- 


terday afternoon of Francis J. Heney, the speeia! assistant of the district 
attorney's office, Avhp was shot and seriously wounded in the court-room by 


Morris Haas, an fs-couvict. 
The past record of Haas who resides in this 


rfiy was exposed by Honey a few weeks ago after Haas had qualified as a 
juror to pass upon the guilt or innocence of Abraham Ruef now in the midst 
of his third trial for bribery. 


Early today Mr. Hcney was sleeping soundly in the Lane hospital where 


le was taken after the shooting.' The last statement issued by his phy- 
sicians declares that the patient had a good chance to recover. 


• 
The, gravest danger appears to be from blood poisoning, and today an 


effort will be made; to locate the bullet and the o,xact course of the wound. 


Mr. Hency was shot in the right side of the head as he leaned over the 


table. 
The bullet entered half an inch in front of the 
right ear, ranged 


downward and is lodged somewhere in ttie muscles of the left, side of "the 
neck. 
In the doctors' opinion his condition is sufficiently strong to hope 


for his recovery. Haas, who did the shooting, was last night confined in the 
county jail at-Ingleside, several miles from the center of the city. 
Abraham 


Ruef, ordered into custody immediately after the shooting, .is also a tem- 
porary prisoner in the jail, having been looked up for fear he might be made 
Ihe'victim of renewed violence from some unexpected quarter. ' 


This appears to be the attitude of Haas. He alludes constantly to the 


disgrace -he has experienced since eney several weeks ago confronted him 
ns he sat in the jury box before a crowded court-room with a photograph of 


himself in convict's stripes. 
He has expressed a desire to be shot or 


hanged for what he has done; be has accounted for his movements of yes- 
terday and he. has steadfastly declared that he alone knew of his precon- 


ceived determination to slay the man'who had exposed his sins of the past. 


Prominent citizens and attorneys of the city gathered last night at a 


meeting where spirited addresses were delivered, calling upon the public to 


l-.rotcet the cause of justice. The outcome was a call for a mass meeting to 
be held in Drenmland pavilion tonight. 


While a guard of thirty policemen armed with rifles guarded the ap- 


proaches to the jail during the night the excitement of the early evening, 


when muttering crowds gathered about the city prison and the court-room 


where the would-be murderer was being interrogated, subsided and there 
-uranro altempnrf a demonstration reported from any quarter. 


The news that Heney had been shot spread like wildfire through the 


city. Haas was spirited out of a rear door of the city prison while the 
crowds stood in front and was driven by a circuitous route to the distant 
county jail. Another subterfuge enabled the officers to fake Ruef out of the 
city without attracting attention. 


Morris Haas, the man who shot Heney,'is a 
native 
of Wurtemburg, 


Germany, and has resided here since 1876. He is 48 years of age and for 
nearly ten years or ever since hsi release from the penitentiary, where he 
served a two years' sentence for embezzlement from his employer's funds, he 
h.as been engaged in the retail liquor business. In the course 
of a 
long 


-statement made to the police after his arrest the prisoner declared: 


"Heney pronounced his own death sentence that moment he denounced 


me in the court."

The Shooting Caused Great Ex- 


citement in San Francisco — 
Heney Was Prosecuting Graft 
-Gases—Assailant Was Exposed 
at Previous Ruef Trial 


SAN 
FRANCISCO, ^7ov. 14.—The 


San Francisco bribery graft cases had 
a dramatic climax yesterday, when 
Asst. Dlst. Atty. Francis J. Heney, who 
has been in charge of the prosecution 
during Its tortuous course of two years, 
was shot and seriously wounded ' In 
Judge I.awlor's crowded court room by 
Morris Haas, an ex-convict. 


The shooting occurred during a brief 


recess in the third trial of Abraham 
Ruef on a charge of bribery, now In 
its llth week. 


Mr. Heney ts now resting easily In 


the Lane hospital, and the physicians 
say his wound is not fatal. Haas Is In 
the city prison. The assassin is a sa- 
loon keeper, who was drawn on the 
jury panel in the second trial of Ruef 
and-who,. after having been temporar- 
ily passed .by both sides, was exposed 
in a dramatic manner by Mr. Heney as 
an ex-convict and discharged from the 
jury. 


Haas declared after the shooting that 


Heney had ruined his life by exposure, 
and that he had determined to kill him 
for that reason. 
Few in Courtroom 


At noon yesterday Sir. Heney 
had 


finished the examination of James Gal- 
lagher, the prosecution of 
most 
Im- 


portant witness in all the bribery graft 
cases and the confessed go-between of 
Ruef and the former board 
o£ super- 


visors 


Henry Ach, chief counsel for Ruef. 


had "subjected Gallagher to a severe 
cross-examination for two hours/in the 
afternoon, when Judge Lawlor declared 
a brief recess at 4.05. 


The jury filed out, and Mr. Heney 


and Ach and Dozier, at the request of 
the judge, went into his chamber Rj 
confer with him on some proposed in- 
structions to the jury. At the close of 
the conference Ach. Dozier and Judge 
Lawlor went out of the court room in 
front of the building, which Is in Ful- 
ton street, near Van Ness avenue. 


Heney, instead of going outside to 


enjoy a brief breath of air. stepped for 
a moment into an anteroom, and then 
came back to his counsel table. While 
many of the people, who had crowded 
into the court room until there was no 
standing: room left, had also gone out 
on the sidewalk, the mom was still 
well tilled. 


Assassin Approaches Stealthily 


Mr. Heney was leaning over on his 


table, conversing in low tones with Mr. 
McCabf. chief clerk in the district at- 
toiney's office. .Directly in

Heney Was Prosecuting Graft 
Cases—Assailant Was Exposed 
at Previous Ruef Trial 


SAN FRANCISCO. Nov. 
14.—The 


San Francisco bribery, graft cases had 
a dramatic climax ^yesterday, when 
Asst. Dist. Atty. Francis J. Heney, who 
has been in charge of the prosecution 
during Its tortuous course of two years, 
was shot arid seriously wounded 
In 


Judge Lawlor's crowded court room by 
Morris Haas, an ex-convict. 


The shooting occurred during a brief' 


recess in the third trial of Abraham 
Ruef on a charge of bribery, now in 
its llth week. 


Mr. Heney is now resting easily !n 


the Lane hospital, and the physicians 
say his wound Is not fatal. Haas Is in 
the city prison. The assassin is a sa- 
loon keeper, who was drawn on the 
jury "panel in the second trial of Ruef 
and who, after having been temporar- 
ily passed by both sides,, was exposed 
in a dramatic manner by Mr. Heney as 
an ex-convict and'discharged from the 
jury. 


Haas declared after the shooting that 


Heney had ruined his life by exposure, 
and that he had determined to kill him 
for that reason. 
Few in Courtroom 


At noon yesterday, Mr. Heney 
had 


finished the examination of James Gal- 
lagher, the prosecution of most 
im- 


portant witness in all the bribery graft 
cases and the confessed go-between of 
Ruef and the former board of super- 
visors 


Henry Acb, chief counsel for Huef, 


had subjected Gallagher to a severe 
cross-examination for two hours in the 
afternoon, when Judge Lawlor declared 
a brief recess at 4.05. 
; 


The jury flled out, and Mr. Hd'ney 


and Ach and Dozier. at the request of 
the judge, went into his chamber to 
confer with him on some proposed"*ffi- 
structlons to the jury. At the close of 
the conference Ach, Dozier and Judge 
Lawlor went out of the court room In 
front of the building, which is in Ful- 
ton street, near Van Ness avenue. 


Heney, instead of going outside to 


enjoy a brief breath of air. stepped for 
a moment into an anteroom, and then 
came back to his counsel table. While 
many of the people, who had crowded 
into the court room until there was no 
standing room left, had nlso gone out 
on the sidewalk, the room was still 
well filled. 


Assassin Approaches Stealthily 


Mr. Heney was leaning over on his 


table, conversing in tow tones with Mr. 
McCabe. chief clerk in the district at- 
toincy's office. Directly.in front of him 
was James L. Gallagher, the witness. 
A representative of the 
Associated 
Press had just walked to Mr. Heney's 
table and was standing at his left el- 
bow waiting to speak "to him when a 
small mm. neatly attired, approached 
from behind with quick steps, but with 
deliberation. 


Suddenly his right hand shot out, 


and before the newspaperman. McCabe 
or John Voley, Heney's special body- 
guard, silting about eight feet away, 
could make a move, there was a fias'h 
and a loud report rang through the 
court room. 


For a moment everybody seemed 


stunned. The r.Fsarsin, -whose revolver 
was within a foot and A half of Hen- 
ey's head when he pulled the trigger 
stepped back, his arms by his sides' 
cue hand stili clutching the smoking 
pistol, as if he hcrttated what to do 
lU'M. For a second an impressive si- 
lence followed the report 
while

The averago foreman accepts condi- 


tions as they exist. You cannot expect 
a man getting $3 a. day to note how to 
make corrections, when the manager 
himself cannot see It. The man studv- 
Ing conditions in a room must have his 
mind free to study them. A scientific 
investigation of work, down to 
the 


smallest detail, pays. The man who is 
doing the work cannot he expected 
usually, to make any very largo and 
general improvement. 


"The usual method is for the man at 
tne top to put It up to the superintend- 
eiil. riQ puts It up to the foreman, and 
the foreman to the Sub-foreman; and 
the- sub-foreman doesn't • solve the 
problem except !n a very general way. 
The men at the top—the scientifically 
educated men, should use their educa- 
tion for the training of their workmen.

school ana representatives of a great 
many of the mills and shops of the cily 
and vicinity were addressed in tlio as- 
sembly room of ihe school last night 
by H, L. Gantt, of the American Kocl- 
ety of Mechanical Engineers. 


,Mr. Gantt is a specialist in economic 


mill and shop management. 


He said, in part: 
"I find that in a great many kinds of 


business the commercial end has been 
to important that there is a tendency 
on the part of the owner and the agent 
perhaps, to neglect the mechanical end. 
bomei people seem to havo come to the 
conclusion -tnat lt aoesn't make any 
diflerarice 
what 
kind 
of machinery 


there Is in a mill. If they would set 
down into the mill and study the prob- 
lems of each machine, find out what It 
ought lo produce anfl what are the ob- 
stacles that hinder it from producing 
more than two-thirds Its full capacity, 
they v.-ould learn where the profits go. 


Moreover, under wrong conditions 


men become discouraged, they cannot 
produce results, and then we find that 
the only thing to do Is to reduce wages, 
i hat is all wrong. 


"A system of 
management, 
to be 


worthy of the name, has a much larger 
significance than to get work out of 
the help. It should hold every man up 
to his duty, clear up to the ton; the 
superintendent, the agent, the owner. 


"Wherever I have had a chance to 


Investigate, I have found 
that the 


workman is a much abused man. 
Oftentimes he Is doing about as well, 
under-the conditions In which he Is 
Placed, as you or I would do under 
MS8 ™n,ditions! 1 have found them 
doing their work quite as well as the 
foreman, the foreman quite as well as 
the superintendent, and the superin- 
tendent at least as well as the mana- 
gcr. So It la not for one class to blame 
the other. 
And when workmen have 


Been thoroughly trained, to the best 
knowledge possible, there has been no 
l^ck of efficient foremen. Nearly al- 
ways someone will come to the front 
It Is up to the management to find the 
right person and arrange a. scheme by 
wnicn the best results can be produced. 


'The average foreman accepts condi- 


tions as they exist; You cannot expect 
a man getting 53 a day to note how to 
make corrections, when .the manager 
himself cannot see If. The man study- 
ing conditions In a room must have his 
mind free to study them. A scientific 
investigation of work, down to 
the 


smallest detail, pays. The man who is 
doing the work cannot be expected 
usually, to make any very large and 
general improvement. 


"The usual method is for.the man at 


the top to puflt up to the superintend- 
fnt. He puts it up to the foreman, and 
the foreman to the sub-foreman; and 
the sub-foreman 
doesn't 
solve the 


problem except, in a. very general way. 
The men at the top—the scientifically 
educated men, should use their educa- 
tion for the training of their workmen. 
If they train them to be more efficient, 
they can pay them more money. 


The-overseer of any department in 


a mill has two kinds of duties to per- 
form. 
One of those duties depends 


upon his knowledge of the work the 
other depends upon his ability to han-
